RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Receipts  of  slaughter  steers  at  midwest 
terminals  continued  to  exceed  a  year  ago  while 
marketings  of  other  livestock  were  below  a  year 
earlier.  The  dull  pre-Easter  dressed  beef  and 
fresh  pork  loin  market  proved  bearish  in  the 
cattle  and  hog  trade  and  outlet  for  lamb,  which 
is  usually  featured  during  this  religious  Holiday, 
failed  to  fulfill  expectations.  Price  trends 
were  uneven,  but  as  a  general  rule  fed  steers  and 
heifers  sold  steady  to  500  higher  at  eastern  Corn 
Belt  terminals  but  steady  to  500  lower  in  the 
western  part  of  the  area.  Hog  prices  were  mostly 
250  higher  in  the  east  but  largely  steady  in  the 
west.  Slaughter  lambs  sold  unevenly  steady  to 
$1.00  lower. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Overall  re- 
ceipts at  the  12  markets  were  little  changed 
from  the  moderate  volume  of  last  week  but  were 
7  percent  below  the  corresponding  week  last  year. 
However,  fed  steers  continued  to  make  up  a  rather 
large  percentage  of  the  cattle  supply  at  most 
points  as  the  run  of  steers  continued  above  last 
year.  Good  to  average-Choice  steers  predominated 
in  receipts  at  most  centers  aside  from  Chicago 
where  10$  of  the  steers  graded  Prime,  59$  Choice 
and  27$  were  Good.  Price  trends  were  generally- 
higher  early  in  the  week  but  at  some  terminals, 
declines  later  in  the  period  more  than  offset 
the  early  upturns  as  outlet  narrowed  due  to  the 
approaching  Holiday  and  the  fact  that  lamb,  ham 
and  poultry  are  featured  items  around  Easter. 
At  other  centers,  however,  there  was  some  advance 
shown  for  the  week  despite  generally  slow  trad- 
ing. At  Kansas  City  and  eastern  Corn  Belt  termi- 
nals prices  on  fed  steers  and  heifers  were  steady 
to  500  higher  except  Prime  steers  weak  to  mostly 
500  lower  at  Chicago  due  to  the  nearness  of  non- 
slaughtering  Jewish  holidays.  The  general  trend 
in  the  western  part  of  the  area  was  steady  to 
500  lower  with  Choice  offerings  and  the  small 
volume  Prime  largely  steady  at  several  markets. 
Cows  were  strong  to  500  higher,  instances  $1.00 
up  aside  from  the  steady  to  500  lower  trend  at 
Omaha  and  St.  Joseph.  Bulls  sold  unevenly  steady 
to  $1.00  lower.  Vealer  prices  advanced  $2.00  at 
St.  Louis  National  Stock  Yards  but  declined  $1.00 
at  So.  St.  Paul. 

Choice  slaughter  steers  realized  $26.50- 
28.50  at  most  markets  and  up  to  $29.50  at  Chicago 
where  high-Choice  and  Prime  steers  brought  $29.00- 
32.50  and  some  Prime  $32.75-33.50.  High-Choice 
and  Prime  elsewhere  were  rather  scarce  at  $28.50- 
29.50,  package  Prime  $30.00  at  So.  St.  Paul  and 
load  Prime  110 2#  high  yielding  steers  from  repu- 
tation feeder  $33.00  at  St.  Joseph.  Mixed  Good 
and  Choice  brought  $25. 75-26. 75;  Good  $23.50- 
26. 50 j  Standard  and  low-Good  mainly  $20.00- 
23.50.  High-Choice  and  Prime  heifers  at  Chicago 
brought  $28.00-29.00,  2  loads  Prime  $29.50 


with  most  Choice  $26.50-27.75  late,  and 
Good  $23.00-25.50.  At  other  midwest  termi- 
nals most  Choice  heifers  realized  $25.75- 
27.50,  few  high-Choice  and  Prime  $27.50- 
27. 75 j  Good  and  low-Choice  $22.50-25.75. 
Utility  and  Commercial  cows  bulked  at  $15.50- 
18.50,  most  Canners  and  Cutters  $13.00-17.00. 
Few  Choice  and  Prime  vealers  at  St.  Louis 
National  Stock  lards  and  So.  St.  Paul  $32.00- 
33.00,  bulk  Good  and  Choice  $25.00-31.00. 

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Seasonally  moderate  receipts  of  stocker  and 
feeder  cattle  and  calves  at  terminal  markets 
were  little  different  in  volume  than  the 
previous  week  but  were  somewhat  smaller  than 
the  same  week  a  year  ago  when  marketings  in- 
cluded more  cattle  off  wheatpastures  than 
was  the  case  during  the  current  period.  A 
fairly  large  percentage  of  the  overall  supply 
consisted  of  Good  and  Choice  yearling  stock- 
ers  but  Choice  calves  were  relatively  scarce. 

An  increasing  percent  of  cattle  coming 
out  of  feedlots  were  kinds  weighing  from  950- 
1100#  and  carrying  only  a  moderate  amount  of 
finish.  Consequently,  a  good  many  so-called 
"two-way"  type  cattle  were  offered  to  feeder 
buyers,  otherwise  feeder  steers  over  800# 
were  seasonally  scarce.  Apparently  many 
feeders  feel  the  relationship  between  feeders 
and  Choice  slaughter  steers  together  with  the 
current  price  of  abundant  feeds  is  fairly 
favorable  to  the  profitable  feeding  of  cattle. 
However,  the  press  of  field  work  and  in  some 
areas  muddy  and  generally  poor  feedlot  con- 
ditions not  only  were  factors  influencing 
marketings  of  some  shortfeds,  but  also  tended 
to  curtail  demand.  At  the  same  time,  demand 
for  stockers  was  slowed  somewhat  by  the 
rather  cold,  wet  early  spring  which  has  re- 
tarded early  development  of  pastures  as  well 
as  created  transportation  problems  in  getting 
purchases  to  farm  or  pasture.  Thus,  even 
though  there  was  a  potentially  broad  demand 
for  both  stockers  and  feeders,  weather  con- 
ditions continued  to  be  a  restraining  factor 
and  trading  generally  was  only  moderately  ac- 
tive at  steady  prices.  At  Kansas  City  400- 
700#  stockers  ruled  weak  to  500  lower. 

Majority  Good  and  Choice  yearling  stock 
steers  sold  from  $24.50-29.00,  Choice  580# 
$29.50  and  few  loads  Choice  500-550#  short 
yearlings  $30.00-31.75.  Choice  to  Fancy 
688#  reached  $31.00.  Good  and  Choice  800- 
1050#  feeders  bulked  at  $23.50-26.50,  few 
Choice  fleshy  775-825#  $26.75-27.00.  Medium 
to  low-Good  feeders  brought  $20.00-24.00. 
Good  and  Choice  yearling  heifers  ranged 
$22.50-27.00  with  weight  an  important  price 
determining  factor. 
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Good  and  Choice  stock  steer  calves  brought 
$26.00-32.85,  same  grades  heifer  calves  $24.00- 
28.60. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Hog  producers  in 
much  of  the  Corn  Belt  area  again  were  faced 
with  generally  unfavorable  marketing  conditions 
during  the  week  under  review  because  of  high 
water  and  muddy  roads.  Under  these  situations 
receipts  at  the  12  terminals  were  8  percent 
under  the  previous  week  and  17  percent  fewer 
than  the  corresponding  week  a  year  ago  and 
also  were  the  smallest  for  any  non-holiday  week 
since  1958.  This  a  major  factor  in  the  week's 
steady  to  higher  price  trend  despite  the  bear- 
ish influence  of  dull  trading  and  substantial 
declines  on  fresh  pork  loins.  A  moderate  num- 
ber of  butchers  weighing  over  250#  again  were 
included  in  the  receipts  but  the  bulk  of  con- 
signments were  mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3  weighing 
200-250,/ .  Sows  made  up  8  to  11  percent  at  the 
various  markets.  Price  fluctuations  were  rather 
general  throughout  the  area.  At  most  centers 
prices  advanced  at  the  cutset  of  the  week,  de- 
clined at  midweek,  and  then  recovered  somewhat 
on  the  closing  session.  Compared  with  the 
previous  week's  close,  prices  barrows  and  gilts 
were  mostly  250  higher  at  Chicago  and  Indian- 
apolis, 25-500  up  at  St.  Louis  National  Stock 
Yards,  Kansas  City  and  Sioux  Falls,  but  mostly 
steady  elsewhere,  instances  250  lower  at  Omaha 
and  St.  Joseph.  Sows  closed  mostly  steady,  a 
few  markets  25-500  higher,  while  at  Chicago 
sales  were  steady  to  250  lower  and  25-500  off 
at  Omaha. 

On  closing  rounds  mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3,  190- 
250,7  barrows  and  gilts  at  western  Corn  Belt  mar- 
kets realized  $15.50-16.00,  large  share  $15.75- 
16.00.  Same  weights  and  grades  at  eastern  mar- 
kets brought  ,$16.00-16.50  and  to  $16.75  at 
Indianapolis.  Selected  lots  of  No.  1,  and  No. 
1-2  brought  $16.00-17.00  but  few  above  $16.50. 
Mixed  No.  1-3,  300-650;/  sows  sold  largely  at 
$13.50-15.00. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -  Receipts  were  around  3  percent  larger 
than  the  previous  week  and  approximately  8 
percent  more  than  the  corresponding  week  last 
year.  Road  and  lot  conditions  improved  gradual- 
ly throughout  the  area  and  day-to-day  supplies 
were  fairly  evenly  distributed.  A  price  advance 
at  the  week's  beginning  was  erased  Wednesday 
and  Thursday  to  make  the  week's  trend  on  butchers 
and  sows  mainly  steady  to  weak. 

At  the  close  mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3  190-240,/ 
butchers  sold  at  $15.05-15.85  with  a  limited 
volume  No.  1  and  2  selected  lots  at  $15.90- 
16.25.  Mixed  No.  1-3  sows  270-400,/  brought 
$13.50-14.75;  400-550#  $12.25-14.00. 

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -  The  12-market  receipts 
were  25  percent  more  than  a  week  earlier  but 
16  percent  less  than  a  year  ago.  The  increased 
marketings  at  terminals  combined  with  steady  to 


lower  dressed  lamb  prices  were  bearii" 
f actors  influencing  the  trade.   Slaughter 
lamb  price  trends  were  unevenly  steady  to 
$1.00  lower.  Slaughter  ewes  were  mostly 
steady.  Feeder  lambs  were  steady  to  11.00 
lower,  most  decline  at  Denver  and  So.  St. 
Paul.

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WHOLESALE  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


LESS   THAN  CAHLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -     Slowness  generally 
prevailed  on  fresh  meats  under  rather  poor  de- 
mand.    Lower  prices  and  sellers'   willingness 
to   trade  failed  to  stimulate  movement,    and  it 
was  evident  that  current  purchases  by  most 
outlets  were  mainly  fill-ins  necessary  to  main- 
tain minimum  inventory  of  red  meats.      Beef   ribs, 
chucks  and  loins  were  leaders  in  the  "beef  divi- 
sion, with  hinds  and  carcass  movement  mostly 
slow.     Narrow  outlet  for  veal  and  calf  during 
the  previous  week  extended  into  the  current 
business  period.     Lamb  sold  moderately  active 
but  the  pre-Easter  demand  fell   short  of  ex- 
pectations.    Pork  loins  moved  slowly  in  com- 
parison to  fairly  active  trading  for  other 
fresh  pork  cuts,    although  movement  of   loins 
picked  up  late  at  Washington  and  New  York. 
Fairly  good  clearance  was  in  view  for  bulk  of 
fresh  meats  at  most  markets  except  beef  hind- 
quarters and  a  small  volume  of  veal  carcasses 
at  New  York  and  Washington,   and  some  pork 
loins  unsold  at  the  latter  market.     Inship- 
ments  were  slightly  cut-back  for  the  week  at 
Eastern  Seaboard  markets,  but  carry-over  from 
the  previous  week  at  Washington  and  New  York 
raised  total   available  volume   to  fully  normal, 
and  cleanup  of  such  product  posed  a  problem. 

Compared  with  the  previous  week:      Steer 
beef  mostly  steady,    instances  weak  at  Balti- 
more and  New  York,   and  spots  50^  higher  at 
Philadelphia;   cow  beef   steady  to  $2.00  lower, 
bulk  50^-$2.00  off;  veal  and  calf  mostly 
$1.00-3.00  lower;   lamb    steady  to  $2.00  lower, 
with  downturns  mainly  at  Philadelphia.     De- 
clines ranging  from  $1.00-5.00  were  recorded 
on  pork  loins,  very  limited  early  sales  on 
a  steady  basis,   and  bulk  at   the   close  off 
$2.00-5.00.     Other  pork  cuts  sold  steady  to 
$2.00  higher.     Prices  were  mostly  firm  to  50^ 
higher  on  Choice  and  Prime  kosher  steer  fore- 
quarters.     Quotations  on  kosher  veal,    calf 
and  lamb  were  unchanged. 

CHICAGO  -  Fresh  meat   supplies  were  gener- 
ally moderate.      Good  and  Choice  representing 
the  bulk  in  the  beef  division  with  a  slight 
increase  in  the  volume  of  Prime  beef.     Lamb 
ran  mainly  to  carcasses  weighing  55-70#.    Car- 
cass beef   trading  was  slow.  While  beef  ribs 
and  loins  were  in  good  demand  and  worked 
higher,   arm  and  squarecut  chucks  were  slow 
and  followed  a  lower  trend.     Veal  was  slow 
under  a  narrow  demand  and  declined  for  the 
second  straight  week,   most  decline  on  Choice 
and  Prime.     Lamb  hindsaddles  and  ribs  cleared 
into  most  channels,    while   stews  and  shoulders 


were  draggy.     Rather  limited  activity  on  lamb 
carcasses  as  most  interests  bought  primal 
cuts.     Fresh  pork  trade  slow  throughout,   loins 
declining  to  their  lowest  level   since  early 
February  this  year. 

Compared  to  the  previous  Friday:     Steer 
and  heifer  beef  steady  to  $1.00  lower;   cow 
beef  $1.00-1.50  higher;  veal  $1.00  to  mostly 
$2.00  lower;  pork  loins  8-16#  $1.00-4.00 
lower;   Boston  butts  4-8#  unchanged;    spareribs 
3#  down  steady  to  501  lower. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -     Production  of  most  meats 
was  of   smaller  volume  as  Easter  drew  near. 
Buying  in  some  areas  was  geared  largely  to 
specialties  such  as  ham  and  lamb.     Also  to 
some  extent  beef  loins,   rounds,   and  ribs. 
In  the  Los  Angeles  sector,  however,    there 
was  a  good  demand  for  most  classes  except  cow 
beef  and  fresh  pork.     The  latter  items  were 
in  ample  to  liberal  supply  for  a  slow  trade 
as  warm  weather  had  some  adverse  effect  on 
fresh  pork  movement. 

Compared  with  the  previous  week:     Steer 
beef  firm  to  50^  higher  at  Los  Angeles,  but 
steady  otherwise  and  instances  50^  lower  on 
700-800#  carcasses  at  San  Francisco;   cow  beef 
steady  to  $1.00  lower;    calf  fully  steady  to 
$2.00  higher;   veal  weak  to  $2.00  lower  at 
San  Francisco  and  in  the  Northwest;   lamb 
steady  to  weak.     Spring  lamb  was  offered 
liberally  at  San  Francisco,  moderately  at 
Los  Angeles,   but  in  small  volume  in  the 
Northwest.     Fresh  pork  loins  were  weak  to 
$2.00  lower;    smoked  skinned  hams  steady;  meet 
other  pork  and  lard  steady  to  $1.00  higher. 

CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE   REVIEWS 

Supplies  of  carlot  meats  were  somewhat  be- 
low normal  but  volume  in  most  cases  was  fully 
sufficient  for  moderate  outlet.     Prices  were 
generally  lower  and  trading  slow.   However,   the 
small  volume  of  cow  beef  fell  short  of  trade 
requirements  at  several  points  and  prices  ad- 
vanced.    Compared  with  the  previous  week's 
close,    steer  and  heifer  beef  steady  to  50^ 
lower  with  some  Good  steer  beef  along  with  all 
grades  of  heifer  carcasses  $1.00  lower.      Cow 
beef  closed  steady  to  50<*  higher  at  most  points 
and  $1.00-1.50  up  at  Chicago.     Price  trends  on 
old  crop  lamb  were  generally  steady  to  50^ 
lower  except  mostly  $1.00  off  at  New  York. 
A  load  of  Prime  35-50#  spring  lamb  carcasses 
brought  $46.75  at  Denver  and  several  carloads 
same  weights  and  grades  $48.00  at  Chicago. 
Pork  loins  sold  $1.00-3.50  lower.

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BOSTON   WOOL   MARKET   REVIEW 


Sales  volume  of  greasy  domestic 
worsted  wools  expanded  somewhat  in  the 
Boston  market  as  approximately  six  cars 
were  sold.  Demand  continued  good  for  med- 
ium fleece  wools  at  firm  to  slightly  higher 
prices  while  fine  grades  continued  slow  and 
about  steady.  A  fairly  substantial  volume 
of  mostly  scoured  pulled  wools  sold  for 
woolen  purposes  at  slightly  higher  levels 
while  there  was  a  slight  increase  in  ac- 
tivity in  noils  at  steady  prices.  More 
favorable  weather  in  the  domestic  primary 
areas  increased  sales  actively  in  the  fleece 
wool  States  as  well  as  in  the  territories 
and  Texas. 

Cabled  reports  from  Australia  at  mid- 
week indicated  a  poor  selection  of  wools 
offered  but  prices  were  firm  with  Japan, 
the  Continent,  China  and  Russia  active. 
At  the  Napier,  New  Zealand  sale  on  April 
5,  1960,  50/56s  and^iner  held  firm  while 
medium  and  coarse/bred  wools  were  easier, 
while  the  April  6,  1960  sale  at  Napier 
showed  prices  uneven  under  general  compe- 
tition. The  South  African  auctions  showed 
prices  on  worsted  wools  firm  with  woolen 
wools  steady  to  slightly  easier  with  the 
United  States  and  the  Continent  dominating. 
Prices  at  South  American  markets  continued 
firm. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  56/58s  staple 
and  good  French  combing  fleece  wools  sold 
at  $1.11-1.12  clean  basis  while  graded 
50/56s  staple  wool  brought  $1.06-1.07. 
Graded  56/58s  baby  combing  fleeces  moved 
at  $1.02.  Some  country  buyers  in  Illinois, 
Indiana,  Missouri  were  paying  from  45-540 
grease  basis  to  the  growers  while  up  to  530 
grease  basis  but  mostly  around  50c*  was  paid 
in  Ohio  for  medium  graded  fleece  wools  and 
40-450  continued  to  be  paid  in  Michigan, 
Minnesota  and  Iowa. 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  64s  good 
French  combing  and  staple  wool  sold  at 
$1.18  clean  basis.  At  a  sealed  bid  sale 
last  week  in  Belle  Fourche,  South  Dakota, 
original  bag  bulk  60/6 2s  good  French  comb- 
ing and  staple  wool  was  estimated  to  cost 
clean  around  $1.07  delivered  Boston  while 
original  bag  12  months  wool  in  Roswell,New 
Mexico,  bulk  64/70s  good  French  combing  and 
staple  brought  $1.17-1.20  while  choice 
original  bag  70s  good  French  combing  and 
staple  sold  at  $1.20-1.22  clean  basis  de- 
livered. California  grease  prices  ranged 
from  40-53^  f .o.b.  with  estimated  clean 
prices  for  fine  wool  from  $1.10-1.15  and 
for  mixed  clips  up  to  $1.10  delivered  East.

12  months  Texas  wool  was  sold  at  $1.17- 
1.20  while  average  12  months  wool 
brought  $1.13-1.16  clean  basis  delivered 
Boston.
